Londortf March 20.—A Pall Mall 
Gazette and Globe correspondent to¬ 
day telegraphed: 

“There are all the elements of a 
serious outbreak on the Ulster-Irish- 
Free State border, and only a ftpark 
is needed to bring it about. Some 
shot already have been fired.” 

Like Battleline. 

London, March 20.—The border 
line of Ulster is described as “like a 
battlefront'* by the Belfast correspon¬ 
dent of The Evening News, who 
says rival forces of the “Irish Repub¬ 
lican Army” and of Ulster special 
constables were actually within 
range, continually firing at each 
other during the week-end. The 
combatants were too well concealed 
for serious losses to be Inflicted and 
the exchange of fire was mainly In¬ 
tended to prevent surprise attacks. 

The rival armies, continues the re¬ 
port, are gradually creeping closer 
and the firHt collision is expected to 
occur on the frontier near Coledon, 
County Tyrone. 

Bridges Destroyed. 

“The sound of the blowing up of 
bridges on the Ulster border during 
the week-end could be heard miles 
away." adds the dispatch. "The 
Northern forces were mainly respon¬ 
sible. and as the result of their ac¬ 
tivities every important bridge' lead¬ 
ing from the Free State has been 
demolished, while hundreds of roads 
have been trenched and closed with 
trees. 

"The tension Is already beginning 
to affect the inhabitants behind the 
battlelines. The Unionists along the 
frontier are much perturbed over the 
menace of invasion and have asked 
that more protection be afforded 
them. Many close to the battle zone, 
which la no man’s land, have had to 
evacuate their homes, which Imme- 


J. B. Clearihue Appears In Place of Stuart Henderson 
For Joseph C. North When Harry Macdonald 
Launches $10,000 Damage Action; Product North’s 
“Criminal Record’’ to Prove Malice Against 
Detectives. 


A. Gllfillan has arrived at the | 
Parliament Buildings straight fron 
the Cariboo, where a big gold dis¬ 
covery is under way,'which may re¬ 
sult in a rush similar to that of the 
K Ion dyke, as told in a special dis¬ 
patch to this newspaper on Saturday.^ 

Officials of the mines department 
here were surprised when Mr. Gil- 
flllan told them how easy it is to 
get gold in the Cariboo. The $10 
worth of gold he brought down in a 
bottle was kept by itself, ho ex¬ 
plained, because it was found prac¬ 
tically on the surface of the ground. 
A few days ago he started digging 
In the snow at Cedar .( ’reek. He dug 
down through four feet of snow her 
fore ho reached the ground. Under 
the snow there was less than two 
feet of earth to bedrock. He noticed 
at once that this earth was full of 
gold. He took it out and washed it. 
He was able to get most of the gold 
out and he put It In the bottle. 

Mr. Gilfillan in the information he 
left for the Minister of ^Iines, noti¬ 
fied Mr. Sloan that he was going to 
start operations this Summer on his 
Cedar Creek claim. He has gone 
over It and made tests which show 
that there is between $3,000,000 and 
$5,000,000 of gold in the surface soil 
of his 160 acres. He brought a col¬ 
lection of bottles of gold for the 
Minister to show exactly what the 
tests of soil have yielded. 

Easy To Gat Out. 

Mr. Gllfillan said that he would 
employ from ten to fifteen men this 
Summer gathering up this $5,000,000 
of gold in the soil. Because there Is 
lots of water on the property no 
machinery will be required, and the 
work can be carried on with very 
few men. 

“It is the most promising prospect 
I have seen in my thirlv-six years’ 
experience In B. C. and the Yukon." 
said Mr. Gilfillan. "This ground In¬ 
cludes the Discovery claims of Cedar 
Creek, the Platt and Lyons stakings. 
There are five acres of very shallow 
ground In the property. In my opin¬ 
ion one acre of the ground will pay 
for uil the development work on the 
claim, so rich is the ground." 

Many claims have already been 
staked, but on only three has work 
been done. “ ’ ‘ ‘

Karluk Occupation. 

As a mutter of fact, Canada has a 
previous claim by right of occupa¬ 
tion. For eight months, following the 
loss of the Karluk. (he ship of the 
Canadian Arctic Expedition 6f 191.1, 
Wrangel Island was occupied by a 
body of the survivors, three of whom 
died there. The actual occupation of 
the island, it is stated, would con¬ 
stitute a basis for ownership with¬ 
out the actual hoisting of the Wag or 
» formal claim being made. 

The value of the Island is under¬ 
stood to lie chiefly in fur and seal 
fisheries. Seal and walrus are said 
to be plentiful. 

Russia. 

In connection with the claim to 
ownership of the Island, an impor¬ 
tant point arose. The island bears 
the name of Baron Wrangel, a Rus¬ 
sian explorer, and the view was 
prevalent that Russia might have 
some prior claim to ownership. Re¬ 
search. It is understood, has already 
been made here on the point and so 
far as can be learned, representatives 
Df Russia never actually landed on 
the island nor made any formal claim 
to Its possession. The island lies 
northwest of Behring Strait, hut suf¬ 
ficiently north of Siberia, it is stated, 
io be outside the Russian sphere of 
nfluence. 

Announced By Stefanseon. 

New York. March 30.—Wrangel 
Island, one of the most important 
islands In the Arctic region, has 
been claimed for Great Britain by a 
party of one Canadian, three Ameri¬ 
cans and four Eskimos, it became 
known last night through Yillijalmur 
Stefansson, Arctic explorer, organizer 
of the expedition. 

Mr. Stefansson said the British 
flag had been planted on the island 
September 1 last. 

Mr. Stefansson. a (itnadian. said 
his fifth and latest Arctic expedition, 
made up of Allen Crawford, a son of 
a Toronto University professor; E. 
L. Knight, McMinnville, Ore.: Fred¬ 
erick Maurier, of New Philadelphia, 
and Milton Gale, of New Braunsfels. 
Texas, with four Eskimos, had been 
sent by him into the northern wastes 
for the express purpose of claiming 
Wrangel Island for the British. 

A Strategic Point. 

Wrangel Island is about the size 
of Jamaica, lying 100 miles off the 
Northwestern coast of Siberia and 
499 miles west of Behring Strait 
Strategically the Island dominates 
Northeastern Siberia. Mr. Stefans- 
son said only the leader of the 
party, Mr. Crawford, knew of the 
mission of the expedition. The j 
Americans, he said, became con- ( 
nected with the expedition pure¬ 
ly through love of adventure. AI- j 
though Mr. Stefansson said he knew 
of the expedition's success the day 
following the Wrangel Island land- ! 
ing he was only now making the fact 
public. He said he intended sailing 
this Spring for England to present 
Britain's new possession to the Brit- , 
ish Prime Minister. 

Discovery. 

Wrangel Island was first discov¬ 
ered in 1849 by a British naval ex¬ 
pedition under Captalh Kellett, who 
sailed close to the land but did not 
go ashore, the explorer said. In 1869, 
Delong, a United States whaling 
captain, discovered the island, which, 
it is assumed, was sought by Buron 
Wrangel. a Russian, in 1826. In 1881 
several United States naval ships 
landed men on the Island. John

Before Sentenced

Major and Mre. Kenneth Saunders Hurt as Result of

The Health Week to-day made

Ahmadabad, India, March 20.— 
That the Imprisonment of Ghandl 
and the restraint placed on the coun¬ 
try have considerably advanced the 
Khalifate and Swaraj causes, and 
that the Non-Co-operational lend¬ 
er’s sentence will not alter the pro ¬ 
gramme outlined at Bardoll recently, 
which includes individual civil dis- 
cb* dlence, is the opinion of the work¬ 
ing committee of the All-India Con¬ 
gress as expressed in a resolution 
carried yesterday. A heated discus¬ 
sion lasting for six hours preceded 
its adoption. 

The committee calls on all con- 
hected with the organization to de¬ 
vote themselves to carrying out the 
cons tractive programme - agreed upon 
at Bardoll and says it considers uni¬ 
versal adoption cf the spinning wheel 
and the use of homespun material* 
essential to attainment of the coun¬ 
try’s goal. 


One of those inevitable chances which operate at intervals to 
the confusiou of aeroplane progress yesterday afternoon turned a 
minor mishap into a serious flying accident. A Curtis aeroplane 
of the Aerial Transport Company, piloted by Major Kenneth 
Saunders, accompanied by his wife in the front seat, struck a 
fence at the corner of Dalhousie abd Cadboro Bay Roads at 4 
o'clock and became a total loss. 

Not Dangerously Hurt. 

Mrs. Saunders sustained a cut over 
the eye, and other minor injuries, 
while the pilot was cut about the 
scalp, both being removed to the 
Jubilee Hospital by Dr. Poyntz, who 
was passing at the time. Major 
Saunders is not seriously hurt, while 
Mrs. Saunders is reported to be out 
of all danger this morning. 

Wrecked by Fenoe. 

The accident was due solely to the j 
fact that a sudden forced landing 
had to be made in a field that did 
not give the pilot foom to bring tho 
machine to a stop. The landing was 
executed in perfect order, by a 
quick-witted side-slip into field, and 
the machine had then but a few yards

Ottawa. March 20.—(Canadian 
> rMP )_Wrth the Prime Minister 
called' to Denver by the death of his j 
brother. Dr. MacDougall King, there j 
Is some conjecture as to the course | 
which will be followed by the Gov¬ 
ernment during his absence. Pre¬ 
mier King will be absent from Ot¬ 
tawa for a week. It wa* expected 
that this week would see the conclus¬ 
ion of the debate on the address. 
There are, it is said, some half dozen 
members, most of them belonging to 
the Progressive Party, who have an¬ 
nounced their intention of participat¬ 
ing in the debate. There is also a 
possibility that one or more of the 
Cabinet Ministers may have some¬ 
thing to say, but the rank and file of 
the Liberals and Conservatives seem j 
to be about finished. If the Govern- j 
ment should desire to prolong thede- | 
bate in view of Premier King’s ab- | 
sence. It might go on until the end of 
the week, but indications point to its 
conclusion by Tuesday or Wednesday | 
evening. 

Interim Supply. 

It seems unlikely that the absence 
of the Prime Minister will cause de¬ 
lay in Introducing the next number' 
on the sessional programme. Hon.j 
\V. S. Fielding, Minister of Finance, 
who will be acting Prime Minister] 
while Mr. King is away, is one of the, 
most exj*erlenced parliamentarians in | 
the House and quite able to carry 
on the proceedings. The end of the, 
fiscal year Is approaching rapidly and 
the estimates must be brought down 
if the work of the Government Is to 
go on.

A dispatch from Ahmadabnd said: 

Asked by the magistrate on Satur¬ 
day, prior to being sentenced to six 
jours’ Imprisonment, whether lie 
pleaded guilty to all the charges 
made against him by the Advocate 
General, Mohandas K. Ghandl, the 
Non-Co-operatlonlst leader, replied 
in the affirmative. 

The Advocate-General pointed out 
that the articles of Ghandl, print'd in 
the publication Young lndiu, Limed 
merely a part of the campaign to 
spread disaffection openly, systemati¬ 
cally to render government Impos¬ 
sible and to bring nbout the over¬ 
throw of the Government. He con¬ 
tended that the writings of Ghandl 
were not those of an unedueuted or 
obscure man. It was true that the 
articles insisted on non-violence, but 
he asked what was the value of this 
"if you incessantly teach disaffection 
ageingt the Government njid openly 
seek to Instigate others to overthrow 
it.” 

A Passion. 

Thereupon Ghandl mude a long 
statement In which he ifdmitted that 
teaching disaffection against the 
existing system of government had 
liecome almost a passion with him. 
He declared he took all the blame 
for the disorders in Madras. Bom¬ 
bay und Chauri Chaurn: and he 
added that if he were llberuttyl he 
would keep up his work. Non¬ 
violence was the first ami last article 
of his faith. He bore no ill-will 
against any single administrator nor 
any disaffection toward the King’s 
person. 

Ghandl said he was In court to sub¬ 
mit cheerfully to the highest penalty 
which coulu be Inflicted -and that 
there were only two eourea«*open to 
the Judge—either to resign If he felt 
the law he was called upon to ad¬ 
minister was evil and Ghandl was 
innocent, or to Inflict the most severe 
penalty If he believed Ghandi's 
activity Injurious to the public wel¬ 
fare. 

Judged. 

The Judge, in addressing Ghandl, 
said It was impossible to Ignore the 
fact that in the eyes of millions of 
hls countrymen Ghandl was a great 
patriotic leader and a man of high 
idpals, leading a noble, even a saintly 
life; but hls duty was to Judgo him 
as a man who admitted ho had 
broken the law and committed whai 
to the ordinary person must nppear 
to be a great offence against tho 
state. 

Tho judge said he was unable to 
understand bow Ghandl could have 
continued to believe violence would 
not be the inevitable consequence of 
hls political teachings. Ho quoted 
the case of the agitator, Tilak, of 
twelve years ago, and announced that 
he would pass the same sentence on 
Ghafidt as was Imposed on Tilak, 
namely, the simple sentence of two- 
year terms on each of the three 
articles In-^Voung India, making six 
years altogether. 

Thanks. 

Ghandl, in replying, thanked tho 
magistrate for hls courtesy. He said 
ho considered the sentence as light 
ar any Judge could possibly have In¬ 
flicted. 

The news of the sentence of the 
Non-Co-opera tionlst leader spread 
like wildfire. Crowds besieged the- 
offices of Young India to read 
Ghandi’s statement. There was no 
disorder. 

Ghandi's colleague, Shankerlal, 
Nationalist leader, was sentenced tn 
ordinary Imprisonment for ( one year 
und fined 1,000 rupcoa.

London, March 20.—The Delhi cor¬

India. The democrats threaten re¬ 
fusal to support taxation amounting 
to 11 crores, partly in protest against 
the military budget. The Item most 
likely to be rejected relates to 
Machinery, cotton and Indian pro¬ 
duced keroseqe. If the Nationalists 
Join with the Democrats, other items 
which will probably be rejected are 
the salt tax and yarn duty. 

This, says the correspondent, con¬ 
ceivably could creute a deadlock 
which would lead to serious results. 

A Demonstration. 

Calcutta. March 20.—There was a 
demonstration hero following the 
sentencing on Saturday of Gandhi, 
the Non-Co-operatlonlst leader. A 
bonfire was made of foreign cloth, 
but otherwise the demonstration was 
orderly. 

It was announced that the railroad 
strikers are going hack to work at 
many places In satisfactory numbers, 
but thut elsewhere the strike con¬ 
tinues. Chowd Hury, a Labor mem¬ 
ber of the Bengul Legislature, has 
wired the Viceroy that a serious de¬ 
velopment In the strike Is probable 
owing to a threatened sympathetic 
strike by the Bengal and Nagpur 
rail way men and coal miners,.but that 
a settlement of the trouble Is possible 
If .all the strikers are put back to 
work pending modifeation of the 
gratuity rule.

"Participated In Fleece." 

Dr. Hall stated that he was proud 
of his Canadian birth and his British 
ancestors, but that there was a 
greater loyalty than flag-waving and 
that was loyalty to the home and the 
children. He admitted that medical 
men had been derelict in their duty 
of not making known to the ignorant 
men of the world the damaging ef¬ 
fects of venereal disease, and that 
they had “failed to respond when the 
wolf call w’as at the door and had of¬ 
ten themselves participated In the 1 
fleece." 

Dr. Hall issued a strong plea 
against t-he ultimate extinction of the 
Anglo-Saxon race. He said that in 
order to keep up with race popula¬ 
tion that each family should have 
four children. He quoted statistics 
to show that the birth rate was fall¬ 
ing off greatly. 

Race Suicide Incentives. 

"If conditions go on. we will have 
to go out and our places will be taken 
! by the people we now despise,” he 
warned.

HOR8E-POWER BY WIRELESS 


One of the reasons why more use Is 
not made of water power for produc¬ 
ing electricity is that often there Is 
no site suitable for a factory near a 
waterfall big enough to generate cur-, 
rent. 

To erect long lines of copper cable 
to convey the current is such a costly 
business that usually It is not worth 
the expense; and so the power pro¬ 
vided by the f%ll is allowed to run to 
waste.

London, March 20. — (Canadian 
Press Cable)—On the eve of the de¬ 
parture of the Prince of Wales from 
India, the following telegram was 
sent to him by Premier Lloyd 
George, under date of March 16: 

“On the eve of Your Royal High¬ 
ness’s departure from India, my col¬ 
leagues and I ask leave to assure 
you of the admiration wherewith the 
people of this country have followed, 
stage by stage, your memorable 
ylsit. We know that by your 
personality and by your untiring 
enthusiasm. Your Royal Highness 
has* left an ineffaceable impression 
upon the people of India, for you 
have shown wherever you have been 
that you have inherited from thr 
King-Emperor the royal power of his 
house, not only to command al¬ 
legiance, but to inspire devotion in 
his subjects. Wo trust the conscious¬ 
ness of this achievement may endure 
among the many happy recollections 
which must be yours to earn’ with 
when you bid godspeed to India to¬ 
day.” 

Reply. 

The Prince of Wales telegraphed 
on March 17 in reply: 

“I am leaving India to-day with 
feelings of sincere regret and I am 
deeply grateful to you and the 
members of your -Cabinet for your 
telegram, which has just reached 
me. 

“During" the four months of my 
travelsnn India, I have been enabled 
to gain at first hand some knowledge 
of her ideals and nspirations, and 
also some measure of apprecitaion of 
her difficulties.

Ottawa, March 20. — (Canadian 
Press) — Toronto's appeal against 
the express rntes judgment of the 
Board of Railway Commissioners 
has been dismissed by the Governor- 
in-Council, it is officially stated.

Counsel for Toronto apked that 
General Order No. 527 of the Board 
of Railway Commissioners with re¬ 
gard to express rates should bo 
rescinded or, in the alternative, that 
the order be varied by reducing the 
percentage of increases therein 
authorized. 

Commodity Rates. 

Ottawa. March 20. — (Canadian 
Press)—Further consideration of the 
Increase of twenty per cent in com¬ 
modity rates allowed to the express 
companies by the express rates 
judgment of the Board of Railway 
Commissioners In February-, 1921. Is 
ordered by the Cabinet as the result 
of the appeal against the increased 
rates on cream made by the National 
Dairy Council. The Board is asked 
to consider the question of a reduc¬ 
tion on the rates of cream, and also 
whether, in view of the fact that 
cream is the only tone commodity af¬ 
fected by the twenty per cent in¬ 
crease in commodity rates, a general 
reduction In these commodity rates 
can be made.

It’s an old, old tale: Irishmen 
are still fighting. 


Those Irishmen who are more 
than ordinarily interested in re¬ 
cent events in Limerick will be¬ 
gin to wonder whether the new 
order of things is gojng to de¬ 
velop into a straight tight be¬ 
tween Irishmen.

ership, as advocated by Henry George." 
and on page 122 of the same hook will 
be found the following. It has been 
claimed, and justly so, that the system 
of taxing site values only, as applied 
In some Western cities, cannot be, re¬ 
garded as a fair test of the Single Tax 
proposals of Henry George.

Ottawa. March 20. — (Canadian 
Press)—The funeral of the late Dr. 
D. H. MacDougall King, brother of 
Premier King, who died on Saturday 
morning In Denver Colorado, will be 
held privately In Toronto on arrival 
of the body of the late Dr. King 
from Denver, it was announced be¬ 
fore the departure of the Prime Min¬ 
ister for Denver. Burial will be in 
the family plot in Toronto, probably 
next Friday. 

The late Dr. King was forty-four 
yearn of age and was well known in 
OttatCa and Toronto, having prac¬ 
ticed in both cities before his depart¬ 
ure for Denver when he became a 
victim of tuberculosis which, how¬ 
ever, he had overcome only to be¬ 
come stricken with muscular 
atrophy, which caused his death on 
Saturday. He was well known as 
the author of a widely read book on 
his battle with tuberculosis, and also 
of "Nerves and Personal Power," an¬ 
other medical work. 

He was the only brother of the 
Prime Minister, whose father, 
mother and one sister have all died 
within »he last five years. Ur. King s 
Widow and two ch'ldren and one 
sister Mrs. II. E. Lay, Barrie, C>nL, 
arc- the only other surviving rela¬ 
tives.

"I cannot say that any 
of the detectives, not alone Mac¬ 
donald, got money in Chinatown,” he 
says. 

In this evidence Mr. Higgins 
presses North to deny or admit that 
he had inferred in his speech that the j 
detectives had received money illic¬ 
itly from Chinatown. Asked to say | 
that he did not intend to make this 
inference, Mr. North replies that he 
would not like to say that. He ex¬ 
plains that he considers that the de¬ 
tectives Hre not handling Chinatown 
properly but that he did not say the 
detectives were corrupt. 

North admits that he cannot name 
any particular house of prostitution, 
into which detectives had gone. 

Considered It a Duty. 

North says that no investigation 
was held into the detectives’ con¬ 
duct but adds that he voted to dis¬ 
miss the detectives because he con¬ 
sidered it his duty to do so and had 
been elected to "clean up." 

Further on In the evidence Mr. 
Higgins again asks North whether 
he had inferred that the detectives 
were corrupt. Mr. North replies 
flatly that he had not made this 
inference. 

The North Crueede. 

To show that North had started 
his "crusade" against the detectives 
because he had fallen foul of the 
detective department frequently, and 
because he had been prosecuted so 
often by the detectives, Mr. Higgins, 
in this discovery evidence, endeavors 
to disclose North’s "criminal 
record." North admits that he was 
charged with indecent exposure in 


the Imperial Hotel in Victoria in 
1903 but states that this charge 
against him was dismissed. He says 
that he doesn't remember the details 
of this case and admits further on 
that he was fined several times, he 
does not know how many, for 
drunkenness. He says that police 
officers lied in prosecuting him for 
drunkenness. 

Farther Afield. 

When Mr. Higgins attempted to 
read discovery evidence concerning 
North’s record in Vancouver, Ifr. 
Clearihue objected that this had 
nothing to do with Victoria dettc- 
tives. 

"The objection is sustained,** 
rapped the Judge. 

Mr. Clearihue also objected to tbs 
introduction of evidence about the 
indecent exposure case but the Judge 
allowed Mr. Higgins to read it on 
the ground that it was being intro¬ 
duced to prove malice on the part-of 
North. 

North denies that he had associ¬ 
ated with Warren Carlisle, former 
proprietor of the Manitoba Hotel and 
alleged underworld leader. , 

Arthur Wilcox, hat mjqrtifacturer, 
was called by Mr. Higgins to swear 
that he had heard North’s Royal Vic¬ 
toria Theatre speech. Mr. Higgins 
experienced considerable trouble in 
getting evidence from Wilcox, who, 
however, finally stated that he had 
beard North say that Macdonald 
bad been implicated in the Y. W. 
C. A. arrest. He had concluded that 
a trap had been laid for North in 
connection with the Y. W. C. A. 
Incident. 

*’He ted the audience to believe that 
Macdonald was grafting all the way 
through," said witness after much 
hesitation. He admitted, on being 
cross-examined, that he had not heard 
North use. the word "traps," and could 
not remembered definitely any spe¬ 
cific statements made at the Royal 
Victoria meeting. He had heard on 
the street stories about the detect) vm 
and had attended the meeting to con¬ 
firm the impressions thus gained, he 
admitted when Mr. Clearihue pressed 
him further. 

At this stags the Court adjourned 
until this afternoon.

Mr. Reinhardt then considers the 
Various suggestions for improve¬ 
ment, and proceeds: 

Fixed Calendar. 

It would appear to !>e good policy 
for astronomers to exert all their in¬ 
fluence mainly to secure a fixed cal¬ 
endar under any of the plans, and not 
to give unqualified support to any 
specific one. until the discussion be¬ 
tween the many interests Involved 
has demonstrated which will be the 
most acceptable to the largest major¬ 
ity. 

Moreover. It la most desirable that 
everyone to be affected be given an 
opportunity to voice their needs In 
advance of the conference. Other¬ 
wise they will demand and secure 
such opportunity when legislation is 
sought from their national legisla¬ 
tures, and under a representative 
form of government, even a small 
minority is often able to effectively 
block desirable legislation.

The Vatican has announced that a | 
conference of astronomers siul others 
Interested will take place In Rome 
next April under the presidency of j 
Cardinal Mercler, with the object of ' 
reforming the calendar. The church 1 
appears to be tnainiy interested in | 
bringing about a fixed Easter, but the 
desire is widespread, particularly 
among manufacturers und merchants 
of seasonal goods, that this festival 
should fall on, or at least nearly on, 
Hhe same day every year, Bays Carl 
Reinhardt, in . an article in the jour¬ 
nal of the Royal Astronomical So¬ 
ciety of Canada. 

This action of the Vatican also 
raises the hope among astronomers 
that the larger, often discussed ques¬ 
tion of a more complete revision of 
the calendar may be arranged at the 
same time, *for it has been considered 
by many that the opposition to a 
fixed Easter by the church, now 
shown to be non-existent, might offer 
the most serious stumbling block to 
any reform. 

Method of Change. 

The most desirable change which 
can bo made with the least disloca¬ 
tion of our present calendar, and 
which is incorporated in most of tho 
proposed methods of reform, would 
be to have the same day of the year 
always fall on the same day of the 
week. As there are 52 weeks plus one 
day in a year of 365 days, and plus 
two days In a leap year, by adding 
this extra day or days, and not con¬ 
sidering or designating them a day of 
the week or month—every day of the 
year will always fall on the same day 
of the week. ’ 

Now Year’s day. which is observed 
us a commercial holiday in nearly 
every part of the civilised world, 
seems to ba by general consent the 
one best adapted to be made the nen- 
week-day in ©Vtfy yaar. There Is not 
the same agreement in the proposals, 
however, as to the position In the 
calendar which Leap Year Day—the 
extra non-week-day in leap year, is 
to occupy. It seems extremely desir¬ 
able that It should he the last day of 
the year. Only In thla way can the 
proposed "Fixed Calendar" deserve 
the name, To place it following New 
Year’s Day, or between the and of 
June and the first of July, as has
